SAIGON (AP) — Viet Cong 
troops firing from ambush a- 
long the banks at a canal cut 
into two South V ietnamese com­ 
panies in the Mekong Delta, kil­ 
led 28 of the government sol­ 
diers, and wounded another 15, 
military spokesmen reported 
today. 
Viet Cong casualties were not 
known. 
It was one of the worst set­ 
backs suffered recently by the 
South Vietnamese army. 
The ambush 60 miles south­ 
west of Saigon was one of a half 
dozen fights that flared up Sun­ 
day to the south and north­ 


west of the capiteL U. S. of­ 
ficers said the fighting indica­ 
ted "a lot at enemy movement” 
but no real threat to Saigon. 
U. S. and South Vietnamese 
forces reported killing 160 Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese in 
the fighting that ranged from 60 
miles southwest of Saigon to 37 
miles northwest of the capital. 
Eleven 
Americans 
and 31 
South Vietnamese were report­ 
ed killed, and 43 Americans 
and 30 
South 
Vietnamese 
wounded. 
It was one of the heaviest 
days of action since mid-De­ 
cember. 
The worst U. S. casualties 


were inflicted on troops of the 
199th Light Infantry Brigade. 
They suffered six dead and 20 
wounded while trying to root out 
enemy forces hidden in bunkers 
along a river bank 22 miles 
northwest of Saigon and five 
miles from the headquarters 
of the U. S. 25th Infantry DU 
vision at Cu Chi. 
Initial reports said about 100 
soldiers from the 199th tangled 
with an enemy squad of perhaps 
a dozen soldiers, but later ac­ 
counts said up to 150 enemy 
troops were committed at the 
height of the day-long battle.

Arnett is a member of Cali­ 
fornians for Conservation and 
Recreation and has served on 
the advisory board of Ducks 
Unlimited in Kern County for 
more than 10 years.

The high mountain 
valley, now reached only by a narrow, winding road has potentials 
for skiing and other winter sports equal to any in the United 
States, If not in the world, the promoters declare. 


It is planned to build a wide, fast automobile road from the 


San Joaquin Valley 55 miles away to a huge sub.surface parking 
facility near the entrance to the twomile.long Mineral King 
Valley. Automobiles, it is emphasized, will be kept out of sight 
of the resort valley itself. 


That's all very well for achieving a picturesque Disneyland, 


like showplace. But it will be like building a superhighway to 
Tomhead Mountain or some such place on the edge of Tehama 
County's Yolla Bolly Wilderness and establishing a multi-million 
dollar resort there. There will still be a wilderness with only 
trails back by the headwaters of the Kern and beyond. But it 
will be 55 miles closer to the noisy multitudes. It won't be 
that same far imagination-stirring land that it is now. 


And why does it have to be there? Surely other mountain 


slopes can be developed to take care of the rapidly growing 
number of winter sports enthusiasts. Surely in the long sweep 
of the Sierra there are hundreds of places already approached 
by highways. Surely existing facilities can be expanded. 


That seems the way of common sense. Existing recreation 


facilities should be added to and others established in places 
where they will not conflict with the few remaining true wilder- 
ness areas left. Those we should preserve.

AT A RECENT dinner party 
a woman made her entrance 
in a grand and flamboyant 
way.

"No kisses and no handshakes 
because I don't want to catch 
the flu." I did not quite under- 
stand why she came to the 
party in the first place if she 


w a n t e d 
to 


protect herself 
so 
carefully. 


Actually, I be- 
lieve that this 
was a special 
and loud tech- 
nique for call- 
ing: 
attention 


to h e r s e l f , 
rather than a 
real 
fear of 


c o ntracting 
the flu. 


I was moderately amused 


to learn that some time after 
that she came down 
with 


chills and fever and all the 
unpleasant symptoms of the 
disease that has struck so 
many of us. She recovered 
quickly. I recall the anxiety 
that was generated by her at 
the dinner party because she 
made herself and the fear of 
an illness the center of the 
evening-. The fear that she 
brought with her was more 
devastating than the germs or 
the viruses that may have 
lurked in the air. 


Unfortunately, in an epi- 


demic, fear begins to mount. 
It becomes worse when you 
know you cannot protect your- 
self from the sly little viruses 
that you must come in con- 
tact with in the home, at 
work, in school, in crowds, 
and even in carefully selected 
places. There is probably no 
better illustration than the 
"colds or flu" that strike as. 
tronauts while circling- the 
earth. One hardly could tell 
that they were harboring: the 
virus before they entered the 
capsule. 


There really i« no way to 


completely p r o t e c t oneself 
when infections are striking 
everyone, other than to keep a 


sane diet and get sufficient 
rest to keep the body in its 
maximum 
condition. 
Those 


who were protected against 
the Asian flu by vaccine prob- 
ably had an advantage in re- 
ducing- the severity of their 
infection. 
The 
elderly 
and 


those with chronic illness had 
been given the Hong- Kong 
vaccine which gave added 
protection. Fearful panic that 
a germ or a virus lurks every- 
where can do more damage, 
psychologically, than can the 
disease itself.

Fear has many forms and 


its effects may destroy much 
of our inner peace and tran- 
quility. Recently, I visited my 
dentist and asked him for the 
time 
while 
I 
was 
being 


treated. He said, "that re- 
minds me, my watch is in 
another room. I had to leave 
it there because my last pa- 
tient refused to let me wear 
it. It had a radium dial and 
he was frightened of the ra- 
diation hazard." I thought a 
great deal about this after I 
left the office and came to the 
conclusion 
that 
ignorance, 


superstition 
and the distor- 


tion of the truth add a heavy 
burden by the terror they in- 
duce in many people. 


There are many real dan- 


gers in today's living and we 
can protect ourselves against 
them. 
Creating unnecessary 


and fanciful fears serve no 
function other than to terror- 
ize ourselves and cheat us of 
the real joys of living.

NEMO ME IMPUNE LACESSIT 
It has been remarked about Ri. 


chard Nixon that he has made 
the effort, having been elected 
President, to embrace dissi- 
dent political factions by honey- 
ed ecumenicisms. He has ear* 
ed a short season's tranquil. 
ity—Mr. Tom Wicker, for in. 
stance, couldn't find the grounds 
to criticize Mr. Nixon's first 
press conference; but he will, 
he will; never underestimate 
the willpower of ideology. I am 
myself experienced in the dif- 
ficulties faced by Mr. Nixon, 
mutatis mutandis. I am not 
aware that I have made such 
overtures as the President has 
made to gentlemen of the Left 
to come-on-over to my tent, 
folks. 
But the disconcerting 


thing about many of the left, 
ies is that they consider them- 
selves to have been courted even 
by gentlemen who are barely 
aware of their existence—a 
form of narcissism, no doubt, 
which is a very useful afflic- 
tion in some people, particular, 
ly in those who if they did not 
love themselves, would elimi- 
nate the entire potential field. 


For instance? Well, for in- 


stance Mr. Jack Newfield. 
STOP. Have you ever heard 
of him? I mean—other than you 
curators 
of the ideological 


zoos? Well, Mr. Newfield thinks 
you have: thus he writes mater, 
of-factly in a recent book re- 
view, "Everyone knew I was a 
personal friend of Robert Ken. 
nedy's." "Everyone" being, so 
far as I can figure it, every, 
one except everyone who didn't 
know that Jack Newfield was a 
friend of Robert Kennedy, in- 
deed, who didn't know who Jack 
Newfield was a friend of; in- 
deed, who didn't know who Jack 
Newfield was or, for that mat. 
ter, is. Well, I know who Jack 
Newfield is, and indeed I even 
recognize him on sight, because 
he approached me on an air. 
plane one time last spring and 
chit-chatted with me for quite 
a couple Of minutes, about this 
and that. And that very even- 
ing, at Nashville, Tennessee, 
espying me in the lobby of the 
iiotel, he introduced me to Mr. 
Tom Hayden, who is the found- 
er, sort of, of the Students for 
Democratic Society. Mr. Hay- 
den greeted me about as Com. 
mander Bucher would greet the 
prime minister of North Korea 
if he happened on him at a 
motel at Nashville, Tennessee; 
leaving Mr. Newfield, who is 
advancing upon middle age, 
transparently terrified at hav- 
ing emulated such decadent mid- 
dle class values as civility; 
leaving him, in a word, posi- 


tively uptight. 


So Mr. Newfield looked for 


an opportunity to affirm the 
fidelity of his vows to incivil- 
ity; and has now done so by 
proclaiming his personal im- 
munity from my blandishments 
—which if he proved it, would 
gain him that immortality he 
is otherwise unlikely to earn. 
"Wm. F. Buckley," he announc- 
es in print, drawling obviously 
over the sainted syllables, tak- 
ing the same pleasure exper- 
ienced by the Jacobinical court 
that sent the king to the guil- 
lotine, 
"has always been the 


favorite right-winger among lit. 
erary radicals. 
His social 


friendships with Murray Kemp, 
ton, DwightMacdonald, andNor. 
man Mailer, have been well pub. 
licized. Buckley, In fact, has 
seemed to covet and thrive on 
these relationships: they gave 
him . . . social respectabil- 
ity." 


Now, 
I have enormous ad- 


miration for the gentlemen in 
question, and it is true that I 
have from time to time met 
socially with them, at which 
meetings we have discussed 
everything on earth save pos- 
sibly Mr. JaUt Newfield, But 
concerning social respectabil- 
ity, I am certain that no three 
people on earth would more 
quickly agree with me than the 
gentlemen in question on the 
proposition that did I covet 
it, I would perhaps begin by 
avoiding, rather than solicit- 
ing, their company. I last broke 
bread with Mr. Mailer in 1964, 
with Mr. Macdonald in 1960, 
with Mr. Kempton in 1967. I 
should be happy to share break, 
fast with them tomorrow morn- 
ing. But it can hardly be sug. 
gested that anything I covet that 
ardently, I should pursue that 
indolently. Except by Mr. New. 
field, who everybody knowswas 
a friend of Bobby Kennedy. 


Then there is Mr. "Jimmy" 


Breslin, who has announced in 
his syndicated column that I 
"head" his "list" of people 
he will not "nod to" during 
1969. It is good that he pub. 
llshed this declaration, else 
his proscription 
might have 


gone unnoticed, inasmuch as 
any actuary will give you a thou- 
sand to one that I would not 
in the course of a typical year 
find myself so situated as to 
give Mr. Breslin the opportua. 
ity to deny me his regal nod. 
"He thinks he's such a big 
shot," writes Mr. B, "in Aug. 
ust in Miami Beach he went 
into a meeting—and at the end 
he said that anybody who had 
Jimmy Breslin hanging around 
him deserved a drink." Ah so.

HAS SOUGHT TO EXPAND 
T R A N S.PACIFIC SERVICE; 
BUT PAN AM DOESN'T WANT 
TO SHARE ITS LUSH PROFITS 


WASHINGTON — With some 


of ths slickest lobbying in the 
history of back-stage politics, 
Pan American Airways notonly 
persuaded President Nixon to 
cancel the new air routes a- 
cross the Pacific but conveyed 
the impressionthathewasover- 
ruling a political decision by his 
predecessor. 


Exactly the opposite was true. 


Ex-President Johnson scrupu- 
lously refused to play politics 
in awarding the trans-Pacific 
routes, whereas Nixon's deci- 
sion was dictated entirely by 
politics. 


Here is the amazing story, 


carefully documented, of the 
profits and politics behind the 
trans-Pacific case: 


For more than a decade, the 


Civil Aeronautics Board has 
sought to provide more compe- 
tition and better service for 
air travelers in the Pacific. 
This has been bitterly resisted 
by Pan Am, which doesn't want 
to share its lucrative Pacific 
business with more competi» 
tors. A trans-Pacific air route, 
it's estimated, is worth $50 
million a year. 


The cab eventually submitted 


its trans-Pacific recommenda- 
tions to former President Ei- 
senhower who, on the eve of 
his retirement, rejected them 
outright and instructed the CAB 
to review the entire matter. 
This decision has already given 
Pan Am eight more years of 
limited competition, worth mil- 
lions to the stockholders. 


After 
exhaustive hearings, 


the CAB came back to the White 
House with new recommenda* 
tions — this time on the eve of 
President 
Johnson's 
retire, 


ment. Pan Am's President Na* 
jeeb Ilalaby, LBJ'sformer Fed- 
eral Aviation Administrator, 
immediately began camping in 
the White House basement. 


Day after day, he slipped into 


the White House through the 


basement door to lobby with 
presidential aides. He urged 
them to hand down a decision 
keeping rival airlines out of 
the Pacific or, alternatively, 
to buck the decision to the 
Nixon administration. 


BUREAUCRATS WOOED 


Halaby also made repeated 


calls on top officials of the 
State, Defense and Transporta- 
tion Depaitments to enlist their 
support. Two of the most in- 
fluential lawyers in Washing, 
ton, Tommy "The Cork" Cor. 
coran and James Rowe, were 
also retained by Pan Am to 
pull strings inside the Johnson 
administration. 


When LBJ decided against 


Pan Am, 
the airline began 


spreading stories that he had 
jimmied the CAB recommenda- 
tions for political purposes. 
This was pure hogwash. 


Johnson, for example, was 


closer to American Airlines 
than to any other carrier. His 
close friend and Secretary of 
Commerce, C.R. Smith, was the 
former president of American 
Airlines. Another intimate fr- 
iend and former aide, Warren 
Woodward, is a vice president. 
Two other members of John- 
son's inner circle, Horace Bus. 
by and Jake Jacobsen, are also 
on American's payroll. 


Yet LBJ overruled a CAB 


recommendation that American 
Airlines fly to Japan via Hawaii. 
He acted upon the unanimous, 
non-political advice of Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk, Sec. 
retary of Defense Clark Clif- 
ford and Secretary of Trans- 
portation Alan Boyd that the 
recommended route would up- 
set delicate relations with Ja- 
pan. For Japan Air Lines al- 
ready in shaky financial con- 
dition, couldn't stand the com- 
petition. 


Another airline with connec- 


tions inside the Johnson ad- 
ministration was Easternwhich 
also wanted a trans-Pacific rou- 
te. Eastern's Washington repre- 
sentative, 
Craig Raupe, had 


raised campaign funds for Hu- 
bert Humphrey and worked hard 
to elect him President. 


In gratitude, Humphrey per- 


>by DREW PEARSON 


sonaUy intervened at the White 
House to seek a route for East* 
era. But President Johnson re- 
fused to be swayed. He com* 
pletely ignored personal and 
political pressures in making 
his final decision. 


Rather than defer the decision 


to his successor, he also th- 
ought he was doing Nixon a 
favor by deciding the trans- 
Pacific case and diverting the 
fire from the new President. 


POWER OF PAN AM 


However, Johnson underestU 


mated the political power of Pan 
Am, whose top brass had con» 
tributed heavily to the Nixon 
campaign. Even before Nixon 
was settled in the White House 
Pan Am brought pressure on 
him to reverse Johnson's de- 
cision. 


From another quarter, New 


York's Gov. Nelson Rockefel- 
ler also urged Nixon to over- 
rule Johnson. It is worth men- 
tioning that Rockefeller's bro- 
ther Laurance is the largest 
single stockholder in Eastern 
Airlines. 


Thus Nixon, as his first ma- 


jor presidential decision, sub- 
mitted to political pressure and 
threw out the CAB-recommend. 
ed trans-Pacific routes— a dis- 
turbing omen of things to come. 


Note: 
President Nixon ex- 


plained that he acted in response 
to letters from the chairmen of 
the Senate and House Foreign 
Relations Committees. The tru- 
th is that the letters were 
strictly routine requests for a 
review of the case, the sort 
of letters that members of Con- 
gress write every day to pla- 
cate constituents and contribu- 
tors. 


S e n a t e Foreign Relations 


Chairman Bill Fulbright, for 
example, was appalled when he 
learned that the President had 
cited his innocuous letter as a 
reason for cancelling the air 
routes. Afterward, so many air. 
line representatives thronged 
into his office that he left 
town to escape them. 


"I wish I had never heard 


of this case," he told subordin- 
ates.

The United States F o rest Service this past week made an 
announcement that m arks the be finning of the end for the most 
magnificent wild land loft in the Unitod States — the roadUMM 
area stretching east and south from M ineral King In T ulare 
County’s High S ierra . It's a sad announcement to lovers of that 
high ami lonesome land. Ami it seem s so unnecessary. 
H alt Disney Productions has been granted perm ission to develop 
M ineral King aa a giant recreational cen ter. The high mountain 
valley, now reached only by a narrow , winding road has potentials 
for skiing and other w inter sports equal to any m the United 
States, If not m the w orld, the prom oters declara. 
It Is planned to build a wide, fast automobile road from the 
San Joaquin Valley 35 m iles away to a huge subsurface parking 
facility near the entrance to the two-mlle-long Mineral King 
Valley. Automobiles, it la em phasized, w ill be kept out of sight 
of ttie reso rt valley itself. 
That’s all very well for achieving a picturesque Disney land­ 
like showplace. But It w ill be Uke building a superhighway to 
Tomhead Mountain or som e such place on the edge of Tehama 
County's Yolla Bolly W ilderness and establishing a multi-million 
dollar reso rt there. T here will still be a wilderness with only 
tra ils back 
by the headw aters of the Kern and beyond. But it 
will be 55 m iles clo ser to the 
noisy multitudes. It won't be 
that same far im agination-stirring land that it is now. 
And why 
does it have to be 
there? Surely other mountain 
slopes can 
be developed to take care of the rapidly growing 
number of w inter sp o rts enthusiasts. Surely in the long sweep 
of the S ierra there a re hundreds of places already approached 
by highways. Surely existing facilities can be expanded. 
That seem s the way of common sense. Existing recreation 
facilities should be added to and others established in places 
w here they w ill not conflict with the few rem aining true w ilder­ 
ness areas left. Those we should preserve.

AT A R EC EN T dinner party 
a wom an m ade her entrance 
in a gran d and flamboyant 
way. She quickly announced. 
“No kisses and no handshakes 
because I don’t w ant to catch 
the flu.” I did not quite under­ 
stand w hy she came to the 
party in the first place if she 
w a n t e d 
to 
protect herself 
so 
carefully. 
Actually, I be­ 
lieve that this 
was a special 
and loud tech­ 
nique for call­ 
ing 
attention 
to h e r s e l f , 
rather than a 
real 
fear 
of 
c o n t r a c t i n g 
the flu. 
I w as m oderately amused 
to learn th a t some time after 
th a t 
she 
came 
down 
with 
chills and fever and all the 
unpleasant sym ptom s of the 
disease 
th a t has struck so 
m any of us. She recovered 
quickly. I recall the anxiety 
that w as generated by her at 
the dinner party because she 
made herself and the fear of 
an illness the center of the 
evening. The fear th at she 
brought w ith her was more 
devastating than the germs or 
the viruses th at may have 
lurked in the air. 
U nfortunately, 
in an epi­ 
demic, fear begins to mount 
It becomes worse when you 
know you cannot protect your­ 
self from the sly little viruses 
that you m ust come in con­ 
tact with 
in the home, at 
work, in school, in crowds, 
and even in carefully selected 
places. There is probably no 
better 
illustration 
than the 
“colds or flu” th a t strike as­ 
tronauts 
while 
circling the 
earth. One hardly could tell 
that they w ere harboring the 
virus before they entered the 
capsule. 
There really is no way to 
com pletely p r o t e c t oneself 
when infections are striking 
everyone other th an to keep a 


sane diet and g et sufficient 
rest to keep the body in its 
m axim um 
condition. 
Those 
who were protected against 
the Asian flu by vaccine prob­ 
ably had an advantage in re ­ 
ducing the severity of their 
infection.

those with chronic illness had 
been given the Hong Kong

which

protection. Fearful panic th a t 
a germ or a virus lurks every­ 
w here can do m ore dam age, 
psychologically, th an can the 
disease itself.

F ear has m any form s and 
its effects m ay destroy much 
of our inner peace and tra n ­ 
quility. Recently, I visited my 
dentist and asked him for the 
tim e 
while 
I 
was 
being 
treated. He said, 
“th a t re­ 
m inds me, my w atch is in 
another room. I had to leave 
it there because my last p a­ 
tie n t refused to let me w ear 
it. It had a radium dial and 
he was frightened of the ra ­ 
diation hazard.” I thought a 
g rea t deal about this a fte r I 
left the office and came to the 
conclusion 
th a t 
ignorance, 
superstition and the distor­ 
tion of the tru th add a heavy 
burden by the terro r they in ­ 
duce in m any people. 
There are m any real dan­ 
gers in today’s living and we 
can protect ourselves against 
them . 
C reating 
unnecessary 
and fanciful fears serve no 
function other than to te rro r­ 
ize ourselves and cheat us of 
the real joys of living.

He sees rapid industrial d e­ 
velopment of desert lands as 
the Inevitable result of solar 
power plants and desalinization 
of ocean w ater.

Pan American Airways not only 
persuaded President Nixon to 
cancel the new air routes a* 
croas the Pacific but conveyed 
the im pression that he was over* 
ruling a political decision b> hi.* 
predecessor. 
Exactly the opposite was true. 
Ex*Prestdent Johnson scrupv* 
lously refused to play politics 
in awarding the trans-Pacific 
route», whereas Nixon's deci­ 
sion was dictated entirely by 
politics. 
H ere la the am azing story, 
carefully documented, of the 
profits and politics behind the 
tran s-P acific case: 
F or m ore than a decade, the 
Civil 
A eronautics Board ha> 
sought to provide m ore compe* 
tition and better service for 
air tra v e le rs in the Pacific. 
This has been bitterly resisted 
by Pan Am, which doesn't want 
to sh a re Its lucrative Pacific 
b u sin ess with m ore competi­ 
to rs.

a lso retained by Pan Am to 
pull strings inside the Johnson 
adm inistration. 
When LBJ decided again*

the airline began 
spreading stories that he had 
Jim m ied the CAB recommenda­ 
tions for political purposes. 
T his was pure hogwash. 
Johnson, for example, was 
clo ser to American A irlines 
than to any other c a rrie r.

Even before Nixon 
was settled in the White House 
Pan Am brought p re ssu re on 
him to rev erse Johnson's de­ 
cision.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A Navy 
court of inquiry has failed in a 
nearly eight-month Investiga- 
tion to determine what caused 
the loss of the nuclear powered 
submarine Scorpion, it was an- 
nounced today.
